J ohn VV A nderson, so m any years In? 
fore he retired from bu siness k now n as a 
leading dru ggist of Dixon, has left at ou r 
office interesting old letters 
O ne from 
an ancestor, Isaac A nderson, then a m em 
her of congress, is dated at W ashington 
in INb-f 
T he w riter is in d ou b t w he ther 
or not he will vote “ for the recession of 
the T erritory of C olu m bia ” 
C ongress 
man A nderson says that ''C ongressional 
legislation for it is m u ch m ore than the 
whole of the revenu e arising from it;" 
bu t w hat w ou ld he have thou ght had he 
im agined the im m ense su m s tha t have 
since been spent on pu blic grou nd s ami 
streets of W ashington. T his congressm an 
also feared that shou ld the gove rnm e nt 
becom e “ A ristocratic or m onarc hic ” the 
ten miles sq u are w ou ld becom e a “ strong 
hold from w hence llieir pow er w ou ld e x­ 
tend over the C nited States “ 
A nother h tier from Mr A nderson dated 
tw o years later, stales that the “ Senate 
bad su spi tided the law prohibitory of the 
transporta tion of British goods for a term 
of six m onths."
